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ABSTRACT 

This  report  gives  a  brief  accounting  of  the  value  of  mineral 
products  produced  in  all  Illinois  counties  during  1971 •  The  state-wide 
value  of  minerals  produced  in  1971  was  729-7  million  dollars,  a  record 
high  annual  total.  One  hundred  counties  out  of  the  102  counties  in 
Illinois  reported  some  mineral  production  for  the  year.  For  each 
county,  all  of  the  mineral  products  produced  are  listed,  in  order  of 
importance,  and  the  total  value  of  these  products  is  given.  Other  min- 
eral production  summaries,  giving  state  and  regional  information,  are 
also   included   in  this   report. 


INTRODUCTION 

The  value  of  minerals   produced  in  Illinois    in  1971  set  a  record 
annual  high  of  729.7  million  dollars.      This  was  13.^-  million  dollars  more 
than  the  previous   all-time  high  of  716.3  million  dollars   set   in  1970. 
During  both  1970   and  1971,   the   same  100   counties,   out  of  Illinois'    102 
counties,   achieved  these  production  records. 

In  1971,   2U  Illinois   counties   produced  a  total  of   58 . U  million 
tons   of  coal,   valued  at   318.9  million  dollars.      The  value  of  this   coal  ac- 
counted for  U3.7  percent  of  the  value  of  all  minerals   produced   in  the 
state   for  the  year.      Forty-two  counties  produced  39-1  million  barrels   of 
crude  oil,  valued  at   135.6  million  dollars,  during  1971.      The  value  of  this 
crude  oil  was   18.6  percent   of  the   state's  total  mineral  value.      The  com- 
bined value  of  these  fuels   amounted  to  62.3  percent  of  the  value  of  all 
minerals   for  the  year. 
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Stone  products  produced  in  Illinois  include  crushed  stone,  cement, 
and  lime  and  make  up  the  second  most  important  group  of  minerals  produced 
in  this  state.   As  a  group,  these  stone  products  contributed  18.3  percent 
of  the  state's  total  mineral  value  in  1971.   Table  2  indicates  that  67  coun- 
ties produced  crushed  stone,  3  counties  produced  cement,  and  2  counties  pro- 
duced lime  during  the  year. 

The  1971  production  of  clay  products  amounted  to  8.1  percent  of 
the  state's  total  mineral  products  value  for  the  year.   Illinois  clay  pro- 
ducts include  face  brick  and  common  brick,  drain  and  sewer  tile,  refractor- 
ies, lightweight  aggregate ,  pottery ,  and  whiteware.  In  1971,  33  clay  pro- 
ducts plants  located  in  21  counties  throughout  Illinois  reported  production. 
The  value  of  clay  products  reported  produced  in  Illinois  during  1971  amoun- 
ted to  59.3  million  dollars. 

Producers  of  common  sand  and  gravel  in  Illinois  reported  the  com- 
bined production  of  U2.3  million  tons  of  these  materials  with  a  combined 
total  value  of  50.3  million  dollars  for  1971.   A  total  of  k.2   million  tons 
of  silica  sand,  valued  at  16.3  million  dollars,  also  was  produced  during 
1971.   Common  sand  was  produced  in  6l  counties,  gravel  was  produced  in  59 
counties,  and  2  counties  produced  silica  sand  in  1971  (table  2).   Sand  and 
gravel  production  in  Illinois  in  1971,  including  some  special  sands,  con- 
tributed a  combined  total  value  amounting  to  9.3  percent  of  the  value  of 
all  minerals  produced  in  the  state  for  the  year. 

Fluorspar,  lead,  and  zinc  produced  from  Illinois  mines  had  a 
combined  value  of  lU.3  million  dollars  in  1971.   These  three  minerals  ac- 
counted for  2.0  percent  of  the  state's  total  mineral  value  for  the  year. 
Two  counties  produced  fluorspar  and  three  counties  produced  lead  and  zinc. 


SUMMARIES  OF  TABLES 


Table  1 — Value  of  Illinois  Mineral  Production  by  Counties,  Grouped 
According  to  Total  Values,  1971 

The  102  Illinois  counties  listed  in  table  1  are  classified  ac- 
cording to  the  total  value  of  all  minerals  reported  produced  by  each 
county  during  1971.   Under  each  of  the  value  groups  the  counties  are  ar- 
ranged alphabetically.   This  table  was  designed  to  give  a  value  rank  to 
all  counties  in  the  state,  especially  to  those  counties  whose  mineral 
products  value  for  1971  may  not  be  apparent  in  other  tables  in  this 
report. 
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Table  2 — Illinois  Mineral  Products  and  Major  Producing  Counties,  1971 

Table  2  lists  the  mineral  commodities  and  the  number  of  coun- 
ties that  produced  each  item  in  1971.   Counties  supplying  the  various 
mineral  materials  are  listed  in  order  of  rank  to  include,  when  possible, 
the  top  10  producers  for  the  year.    Stone  was  produced  by  67  counties, 
common  sand  was  produced  by  6l  counties,  and  gravel  was  produced  by  59 
counties  during  the  year.   Forty-two  counties  recovered  crude  oil,  coal 
was  mined  in  2U  counties,  and  clay  products  were  produced  in  21  counties. 
All  other  listed  commodities  came  from  one,  two,  or  three  counties. 

Table  3 — Summary  of  Illinois  Mineral  Production,  1970-1971 

Illinois  mineral  production  for  the  years  1970  and  1971  is  sum- 
marized in  this  table.   Listed  are  the  mineral  commodities,  the  production 
reported  by  commercial  producers,  and  the  state  total  annual  value  for  each 
product.   The  annual  values  of  some  mineral  products  were  combined  under 
the  heading  "Other  materials"  in  order  not  to  reveal  individual  production 
figures. 

Table  h — Value  of  Illinois  Regional  Mineral  Production,  196U-1971 

In  table  h   the  counties  of  Illinois  have  been  grouped  into  nine 
regions,  as  outlined  on  the  map  at  the  end  of  this  report,  to  show  mineral 
production  in  broad  areas  of  the  state.   This  table  indicates  the  total 
value  of  all  minerals  produced  in  each  region  for  the  years  I96U  through 
1971.   These  regional  annual  production  figures  show  that  certain  areas 
have  recorded  steady  growth  over  the  years,  other  areas  have  maintained  a 
more  or  less  constant  level  of  production,  and  some  areas  trend  toward  de- 
clining mineral  production. 


Table  5 — Illinois  Counties  Ranked  According  to  Total  Value  of  Minerals 
Produced  in  1971 

The  relative  position  held  by  each  county  of  Illinois  in  dollar 
value  of  minerals  produced  during  1971  is  shown  in  table  5.   Although  each 
county  holds  a  specific  rank  in  the  state,  the  position  of  some  counties 
is  not  given  to  avoid  disclosing  individual  production  information.   There- 
fore, such  counties  have  been  combined  with  one  or  two  other  counties  of 
the  same  region.   The  combined  total  mineral  production  value  for  these 
counties  has  been  listed  among  the  individual  counties  in  table  5.   All 
counties  in  the  state  are  accounted  for  in  this  table.

The  dollar  value  of  each  county's  total  mineral  production 
for  1971  is  shown  in  tables  6  through  lU.   The  tables  group  the  coun- 
ties within  regions  and  list  the  various  mineral  products  produced  in 
each  county  in  order  of  importance.   The  regional  and  county  outlines 
are  shown  on  the  map  at  the  end  of  this  report.  In  order  not  to  reveal 
confidential  production  information,  some  county  values  within  regions 
have  been  combined.
